and have attracted much attention in 
tho district, so much so that a separato 
bulletin on the olivein tho Sierra foot- 
hills would seem desirable. 'Afteryears 
of experience* at the four substations in 
the counties of Amador, Tulare, 
San 


LuisObispo, and Los Angeles, as well 
as at the Central station at Berkeley, 
no collection of olive trees planted by 
the station promises 
so much profit as 


does this one. 
Even here the first-rate 


varieties whichcan be generally recom- 
mended to growers are few. The best 
all-around variety at the substation is 
the Manzanillo, with the Mission a 
good second. 
The most profitable oil 


varieties are Uvaria and Atroviolacea. 
These four varieties do fairly wellwith 
care on the granitic soil, when it is 
deep, but they do better on the slate 
soil. 


Grapes are being planted in the foot- 


hills more and more each year, so that 
the value of the large experiment here 
is very plain. 
After long experience, 


the substation recommends for dry red

adaptation of this crop to the district. 
Several species, but especially the large 
white and tho"blue, 
\nhen sown with 


the first rains, blossom by March and 
can be plowed under 
withease before 


the end of the rainy season. 
Tho fly 


which has sometimes injured the stems 
of lupin plants hero, has done littlein- 
jury for two seasons. 
But no plants 


are more subject to the ravages of the 
well-known 
"jack-rabbits" 
of 
the 


Sierra foothills, and 
whero those are 
plentiful, lupins can 'be sown only in- 


' Fertilizer experiments. —No problem 
of the district is of more importance 
than the improvement of the coarse 
sandy soils (decayed granite and diorite 
from the higher 
ranges). 
The late 


Dr. MyerS, of the nitrate propaganda, 
became 
interested in this work, and 


furnished tho needful fertilizers, which 
subvention has been continued by his 
successor. 
Large plots of wheat, oats 


and barley 
have, been grown for hay 


several successive 
seasons. 
Hay is one 


of the principal crops in this region; 
very littlegrain is grown. 
To one ser- 


ies of fertilized plots, sodium nitrate, 
muriate of:potash, and Thomas phos- 
phate were applied, raising tho value 
of the yield from $12 to $25 per acre. 
The average cost of fertilizers on this 
scale was $5 per year; soil, granite and 
poor. Inanother series, 
on red slate 


soil, the application of fertilizers worth 
$4.20 per acre raised the value of the 
resultant crop from $17.16 
to $28.33. 


Barley hay on slate soil, by the use of 
$5.20 per acre in. fertilizers, was made 
to show an increase 
of value of from 


$13.50 to $26.66. 
On a very poor gran- 


ite soil, which ordinarily has yielded 
but one quarter of a ton of hay to the 
acre, a modorate use of nitrate - 


and 


phosphate raised the yieldto'one and a 
fourth tons. 
Tho crops upon the slate 


soils -vero proportionately 
increased. 


Fertilizer experiments were commenced 
here in 1895-96, and have 
been contin- 


ued ever since. 
The results are more 


immediately manifest in respect to hay

draw the horse down on a soft bed of 
hay without injuring him. 
When the 


horse willingly lies down at the word 
of command, 
he is taught to sit upon 


his haunches 
and then is gradually 


drilled into the other tricks that al- 
ways draw applause from children and 
adults alike. 


"Itis In these 
preliminary 
lessons 


that" a good performer 
Is made 
or 


spoiled. 
The instructor must be firm 


and resolute, but kind, always kind. A 
horse is like a child; you may coax 
him, tiut you can't force without spoil- 
ing his disposition. 
The animal quick- 


ly notices any show of illtemper or 
roughness on the part of the instructor 
and resents itby becoming balky and 
obstinate. 
Blows or harsh punishment 


only make him worse.

hear people

in teaching 


them tricks. People who say this never 
saw the inside of the training quarters 
of a modern circus. A horse or any oth- 
er animal conquered In this way Is 
never reliable aud is apt to spoil a per- 
formance by an outbreak of bad tem- 
per, besides being dangerous 
to handle. 


"After these preliminaries are satis- 


factorily accomplished the equine pupil 
is taught to kneel first on one knee, 
then on the other and finally on both. 
All this is accomplished 
by drawing 


up the front legs, one at a time, thus 
forcing him 
down. 
His 
knees 
are 


padded to prevent injury, and every 
time he is forced down the command 
to kneel is given,, and the animal is 
petted and reassured 
with kind words 


until finally he kneels at the word. 


\u25a0"Next 
day he is led around 
and 


around the ring'for several hours and 
soon understands 
that he is expected 


to encircle the ring of his own accord. 
Then a strap Isplaced around his right 
foreleg, and from this strap a rope is 
run through 
harness 
fastened around 


his body. 
The trainer grasps 
the free 


end of the rope in one hand and a pair 
of lines attached 
to the horse's bridle 


in the other. 
The animal Is told to 


'get up,' aud after the ring is encircled 
a few times the command 
*whoa' is 


given. Ifthe horse refuses to obey, a 
quick pull on the rope draws his leg 
from under him, and he is forced to 
stop. 
Only a few demonstrations 
of 


this kind are necessary 
to show the 


horse that he must stop when the com- 
mand is given. 


"Then comes 
the first lesson. 
The 


candidate is introduced to the training 
ring constructed near the barn and al- 
lowed to wander about at will. 
He 


smells the sawdust, the pedestals 
and 


the harness 
and ropes 
that willsoon 


be buckled about his body and then, 
horselike, lies down inthe center of the 
ring and enjoys a good roll. 


"Once the candidate is selected he is 
shipped to the winter quarters of the 
circus and assigned 
to a comfortable 
stall in a large, clean, well ventilated 
barn tenanted by several hundred beau- 
ties ofhiskind. Good hay and oats are 
his in abundance, 
and for several days 


he is allowed torest and become famil- 
iar with his surroundings. 
The trainer 


visits him daily and by speaking kind- 
lyand occasionally giving the animal a 
bitof sugar gains his confidence. After 
a time the horse begins 
to whinny at 


the approach of the trainer, and the 
bond of friendship is thus quickly ce- 
mented. 


"A veteran trainer selects his horses 


with as much care as a society woman 
plans a party gown..The candidate for 
the future applause of the circus going 
people of the world must be handsome 
in color, as near perfect as possible in 
conformation and possess 
an even tem- 


perament. 
His eyes must be large and 


devoid of the least trace of vicious- 
ness,

of repairing and reconstruction. 


An office, 12x20 feet in size, has been 


built, containing also

uses, and also in view,of the manifest 
desirability 
of separating 
the official 


work from tho foreman's home. 
This, 


like the 
pump-house,

"sot on pans" and on stone-posts, and 
is rat-proof; a very essential matter 
here. 


The wate.* system, which was utterly 


inadequate to the need* of the substa^ 
tion, has been improved by the install- 
ment of a larger turbine and -pump 
built by Knight & Co., at the Sutter 
Creek 
foundry. 
A new pump-houso 


has also been erected 
at 
the ditch. 


With a new and larger pipo to tho res- 
ervoir, tho pump 
can be used to irri- 


gate all deciduous 
orchards on Reser- 


voir Hill, some 
six acres, 
and also 


several 
acres of alfalfa to reduce the 


expense 
of hay. Its capacity 
at full 


stroke is ten miner's inches, or ninety 
gallons per minute, and the turbine is 
twelve horse-power. 
The new pump- 


house is large enough for uso as a tool- 
houso and workshop. 
Tho turbine also 


runs circular saws and a 
grindstone 


under this roof.

On the 11th Icame to Haines 
by small steamer; on the 12thI 
had an 
Indian take me toKlukuan in a small 
canoe 
with a sail, and on the 13th 


walkedup the Klohenson theCanadian 
trail in company withtwo old miners. 
Arrivingopposite Porcupine, the rains 
had raised the river so my companions 
would not try to cross. 
With a heavy 


piece of driftwood on my shoulder 
to 


hold me down, I 
came across, although 


the water was waist deep and too swift 
for comfort, but Ireached 
a warm 


room and good supper, whilethe other 
chaps had toremain over night at an 
Indian fishing camp. 


We have been having the hottest 


weather in tho history of the district. 
Three times the mercury has touched 
90° in the middle of the day. 
How- 


over the summer rains have now begun, 
and 
the 
weather is perfect. 
Wild 


flowers, 
such 
as 
none but 
Alaskan 


climate 
produces, 
are in profusion 


wherever there is soilenough to afford 
a foothold. 
While their perfume is 


faint and delicate, the small blossoms 
have a dainty freshness and a brilliancy 
of color not found nearer 
the equator. 


Today is showery. 
Temp. 60°. 
The 


Bnow is nearly allgone from the moun- 
tain tops and only the glassy glacier 
stillremind us that during the greater 
part of the year this is the "land of the 
white silence." Fish, grouse, squirrels 
and berries are plentiful, and the lazy 
contentment of the Indiana afford such 
sharp 
contrast 
to the peverish rest- 


lessness of the whitegold seekers, 
one 


is almost tempted to get a tub and turn 
philosopher. 
Stillitmust 
be remem- 


bered that Diogenes preferred the city 
to the wilderness. 


July 3dI 
started on a trip combining 


business with pleasure. 
Walked a mile 


to where Porcupine creek 
enters 
the 


Klahens river, whichis a littlelarger 
than the ,Mokelumne. 
Two Indians, 


one withclooch and papoose (wife and 
baby) surprised us by being ready 
to 


start, and at 5 a. m. we seated 
our- 


selves In the bottom of a small canoe, 
and away we went as fast as paddles 
and the switt current could carry us. 
The river banks 
seemed 
to be plying 


up stream, and the short, bends, 
float- 
ing logs and stranded stumps, kept the 
Indians 
on their .mottle*continually.. 


Once the breaking of a paddle made .a 
livelyand anxious minute, but noharm 
resulted. 
The rocks and pebbles in the 
river bed^made a constant muffled rat- 
tling, as if a thousand loads of marbles 
were being rolled seaward. 
We came 


16 miles in an hour and 40 minutes, 
to 


Klukuan, where the Klahens flows Into 
the Chllcat, and reached Haines, 
42 


miles from Porcupine, in time for din- 
ner. 
Here preparations 
for the 4th 


were inprogi-ess, the Indians takiDg as 
much interest as anyone. 
As there 


was practically no night, they set off 
firewheels, Roman candles, rockets. &c, 
in broad daylight, along 
with fire- 


crackers and bombs, and seemed to en- 
joyit thoroughly. 
Friday morning I 


went to Skagway on a small bteamer, 
arriving before noon. Celebration 
was 
in full blast, and an excursion 
train 


from White Horse had brought 230 of 
our British cousins 
to listen to the 


Declaration of Independence 
and hear 


the eagle scream. 
Along with old 
glory were flyinga great many English 
flags, and on one staff was a mongrel I 
didnot fancy; viz., the stripes of out- 
flag with the Union Jack in place of 
tho fieldof stars. 
However, Isuppose 
It was intimded to denote 
good will. 


There was the usual program of music, 
procession, oratory and races, a base- 
ball game between the White Horse & 
White Pass R.R. clubs, 
won by tha 
latter, score 7 to 6, and a "grand ball

Goose quills which have been scrap- 


ed with a knife until they present a 
rough exterior are rubbed in this virus. 
The virus from one abrasion is suffi- 
cient to coat 10.000 quills, which after 
being so prepared are technically called 
"points." These points. when ready for 
shipment look very much like ordinary 
goose quills, the virus coating not being 
visibleto the naked eye. 


The preparation used to produce what 


we call "vaccination" is known among 
medical men as vaccine virus, to pro- 
duce 
which§it is 
necessary 
to go 


through a surgical operation, the sub- 
ject being a young cow or even a calf. 
After scarifying the belly of the ani- 
mal, the parts having previously been 
shaved, the wound is Inoculated with 
virus from an animal already in use. 
A sore is thus formed without lasting 
injury to the beast and after a week or 
ten days a thin vaccine matter begins 
to Sow from the abrasion. 
This pus or 


matter is the vaccine virus of com- 
merce.
